should be wholly abolished. It is at 
ileast doubtful whether a law abolish 
ilng altogether the use of injunctions 
in Buch cases would stand the test of 
the courts, In'which case, of course, tho 
legislation would be Ineffective.

In dealing with both labor and cap- 
tnl, with the questions affecting both 
orporations and trades unions, there 
s one matter more Important to re- 
member than aught else, and that Is 
he infinite harm done by preachers of 
mere discontent. 'These are the men 
who seek to escite a violent class ha- 
red against all men of wealth. They 
seek to turn wise.and proper move- 
ments for the better control of corpora- 
tions and for doing away with the 
abuses connected with wealth into a 
campaign of hysterical excitement and 
falsehood iu which the aim is to in- 
flame to madness the brutal- passions 
of mankind. .The sinister demagogues 
and foolish visionaries who are 'always 
eager to undertuke,.8uch.,a campaign 
of-Destruction- .sometlmes.,seek;to ,as- 
sociate themselves.with-those working 
for-a genuine:reform lu governmental 
and social methods and sometimes mas- 
querade as such -reformers. In reality 
ihey are the worst enemies'. of the 
cause they profess to advocate, Just as 
the purveyors of sensational slander in 
newspaper or magazine are the worst 
enemies of ail men who are engaged in 
an honest effort to better what Is bad 
In our social and governmental condi- 
tions.

Interests Are Directly 


Benefited by the Decision of Raill- 


road Rate Commission. 


Careful examination of Uie decision 


of. the. state railroad rate commission 
with respect to the rates on sugar 
beets, shows that the greatest reduc- 
tion is oh the largest part of the busi- 
ness, on the traffic of hot more than 
2~> miles. This is almost the entire, 
traffic, for most of the patrons of a 
factory are situated within 2f> mites 
of. the. plant. ' For longer 
distances 


the rates are proportionately less, but 
the reduction was not so great in pro- 
portion as for the short distances. .The 
complaints were to the effect that the 
rates charged for this service 'by the 
Omaha, St. 'Paul, Northwestern, Illi- 
nois Central and Wisconsin 
Central 


were discriminatory and excessive and 
illegal, and that the rules enforced in 
regard to the minimum load required 
on every cur were unjust and illegal. 
On these complaints it was held by the 
commission that 
every' 
contention 


was justly made excepting that of the 
Rock County Sugar company at ,'fanes- 
ville against Uie' Illinois. Central road. 
It was therefore ordered that lower 
rates be charged, that the companies 
enter into joint rate agreements, and 
that the minimum car load be not 
more than 30,000 pounds. Most of the 
moving traffic of beets is within 25 
miles. The old rate -for 20 miles or 
less was SO cents a ton, and this was 
reduced to 40 cents. • The old rate 
for hauls of 2G -to uO miles was CO 
cents, which was reduced to 50'cents.

Result is T/iat There, is Greater De- 


mand for Maryland Tobacco Than 


Ever Before. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 4.—One or more 
buyers I'rom Pennsylvania has been 
here from time past eagerly buying 
suitable stock and this fact has. en- 
couraged the Maryland growers in 
the'belief that their market will .soon, 
be a prominent one. The new buying: 
:has not had any effect.on the prices 
but has increased the quick sale of 
the crop and tends to give an 'early 
money return to the growers.1 The 
scarcity of "seed leaf" in the state 
is said to cause the demand for to- 
bacco from this city. 
This tobacco 


is made into cigars and is produced 
principally in Connecticut, New York, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Pennsylvania. 
All 


these states had, short crops of seed 
leaf tobacco with the result that Uie 
manufacturers have been • compelled 
to obtain outside stock. Leaf dealers 
here say that the increased consump- 
tion of cigars in the United'' States re- 
quires more of the-natural product. 
It is said that -fully 2,000 hogsheads 
of the Maryland tobacco crop of the 
past season was used in the manufac- 
ture of cigars. A dealer in touch with 
the situation says the increased de- 
mand for Maryland tobacco will en- 
courage the 
establishment 
of'addi- 


tional . factories here. • It is also re- 
ported that-the intruding buyers are 
going so far as to engage cigar tobac- 
co in the growing sections, long be- 
fore harvest time.

Let mo again urge ,tli'at ,the congress 


provide for a" .thorough Investigation 
of the condit!ons"'of feh'ii'd labor and of 
the labor of women In the United 
States. 
The horror's 'incident to the 


employment of young children In fac- 
tories or at work anywhere are a blot 
on our'civilization. 


in spite of all precautions exercised 


by employers there are unavoidable ac- 
cidents "and oven deaths involved In 
nearly every line of business connect- 
ed' -with the mechanic arts. 'It is a 
great social'Injustice to compel the em- 
ployee, or, -i-a'ther, the family of the 
killed or-disabled victim, to .boar the 
entire burden, -of such an inevitable 
sacrifice.'. In other words, society shirks 
Its duty'by laying the whole cost on 
ttie victim, whereas the Injury comes 
from what may bo called the legiti- 
mate risks of the trade. Compensation 
for accidents or' deaths due In any line 
of Ih'dustry'to the-actual conditions un- 
der -which that industry Is carried on 
should be "paid by -that, portion of the 
community (or the benefit of'which 
'the Industry la carried on—that Is, by 
those who profit by the Industry. If 
the entire trade risk is placed upon the 
employer, he will promptly and'prop- 
erly add it'to the legitimate cost of pro- 
duction and assess it proportionately 
upon the consumers of his commodity. 
It Is therefore clear to my mind that 
the law should place this entire "risk 
of a trade" upon the employer. 


Cnpltnl and Labor 


Records show, that during the twon-. 


ty'years fr'cin" j'ijn.' iMSSl, to Dec. 31, 
190ft there" wcro strikes affecting 117;- 
009 establishments, and C,10u.GD4 oni- 
plpyops were' thrown out of employ- 
ment. '' During .the same period there. 
were-. 1,005. lockouts. Involving, newly 
10,000 establishments, throw.ing over 
l',000,000 people 'out of employment. 
Those strikes and lockouts involved an 
estimated loss to employees of $307,- 
000,000 and to employers of $1-1:5,000.- 
000. a total of ?450.000,000. The public- 
suffered directly and indirectly prob- 
ably ns great additional loss. 


Many of those strikes aud lockouts 


would not' have occurred had the par- 
ties to the dispute '"been required to,. 
appear before an" unprejudiced body 
representing tho nation aud, face to 
face, state the reasons for their con- 


tention. 
The exercise of a judicial 


spirit by n disinterested body re-pre- 
senting :tlie federal government, such 
ns would be provided by a commission 
on conciliation and arbitration, would 
tend to create an atmosphere of f rieud- 
'IhVess arid conciliation between con- 
tending parties. 


. ' . . Control of Corporation*. 
It cannot too .often be repeated that 


experience has conclusively shown tho 
Impossibility ot securing by the actions 
of nearly half a hundred different state 
legislatures any.thiug' 'but 
Ineffective 


chaos in the way of -dealing with the 
great corporations which do not oper- 
ate exclusively within the limits of 
any one state. In some method, wheth- 
er by a national license law or In other 
fashion, wo mnst exorcise, aud that at 
an early date, a far more complete 
control than at present over these great 
cbrp'orations—a control that will, among 
other things, prevent thu evils of ex- 
cessive overcapitalization and that will 
compel the disclosure by each big cor- 
poration of its stockholders and of its 
properties and business, whether own- 
ed directly or through subsidiary or 
affiliated corporations. ' This will tend 
to put a- stop to the securing of Inor- 
dinate. proG.cs by favored individuals at 
the expense whether of .the general 
public, the stockholders or the wage- 
workers. Our effort should be 'not so 
much to'prevent consolidation as such, 
but so to supervise and control it as 
to sec that "it results In no harm to the 
people. 
• 


Combination of-capital, like combina- 


tion of labor, is a necessary element of 
our present industrial system. 
It is 


not'possible completely to prevent It, 
and if it wero possible.such complete 
prevention .would do damage to the 
body politic. 
What we need is not 


vainly to try to prevent all combina- 
tion,'but'to secure such rigorous and 
adequate control and supervision of 
the .combinations as to prevent their 
Injuring tub public or existing In such 
form as inevitably to threaten injury, 
for the mere fact that a combination 
has secured practically complete con- 
trol .of a necessary of life would nuclei- 
any circumstances show that such 
combination'was to bo presumed to be 
adverse to the public interest. 
It is 


'•unfortunate that 
our present . laws 


should forbid.all combluatipns- instead 


roads would like" to combine for the 
purpose of preventing a big shipper 
from maintaining Improper advantages 
at the expense of'small shipper's and 
of the general public. Such' a combina- 
tion, Instead of being forbidden by law, 
should be favored. In other words, it 
should be permitted to railroads'.to 
make agreements, provided these agree- 
ments were sanctioned by the inter- 
state commerce commission and were 
published.. With .these two conditions 
complied with it is impossible to see 
what harm such a combination could 
do to the public at large. 


Iiilieritniice im'* income 
Tax. 


The national government has long 


derived its chief revenue from a tariff 
on imports and from an internal o'r ex- 
cise tax. In addition to these, there is 
every reason why, when next our sys- 
tem 'o'f taxation is revised, the national 
government should impose a graduated 
inheritance tax and, if possible, a grad: 
uated Income 'tax. 


I am well aware that such a subject 


as this needs long and careful study in 
order that the people may become fa- 
miliar with what is proposed to be 
done, may clearly see the necessity of 
proceeding with wisdom and self re- 
straint and may make up their minds 
just how far they are willing to go In 
the matter, while only 'trained legisla- 
tors can work out the project in neces- 
sary detail. But I feel that in the near 
future our national legislators should 
enact a law providing for a graduated 
inheritance tax by which a steadily In- 
creasing rate of duty should be put 
upon all' moneys or other valuable's 
coming by gift, bequest • or devise, to 
any individual or corporation. 
There, 


can be no question of "tlie ethical pro- 
priety o'f the government tliiis "deter- 
mining the conditions upon which any 
gift or inheritance should b'c received. 


As the law now stands it is 'undoubt- 


edly difficult to devise- a national in- 
come tax which shall be constitutional. 
But whether It Is .absplntoly Impossible 
is another question, and if possible it 
is most certainly desirable. The first 
purely income tax law 'was passed by 
the congress in I'SOl, but'-the most ijn-; 
portant law dealing with the subject 
was that of 1S04. ' This the court held 
to-bo unconstitutional. 


Tbe question is undoubtedly very in- 


tricate, delicate and troublesome. The 
decision of the court was only reached 
by one majority. It is tbe law' of the 
land and of course is accepted as such 
and loyally obeyed by all good citizens. 
Nevertheless the hesitation evidently 
felt.-by the court as a whole.in .coming 
.to a- conclusion, when considered to- 
gether with previous decisions on tho. 
subject, may perhaps indicate the pos- 
sibility of d'evising a constitutional'In-- 
conic tax-law which shall substantially 
accomplish the results aimed at' The 
difficulty of amending the constitution 
is 'so great that only real necessity can 
justir-y--fl~re'sor't-'-theretb.-- .Every -effort 
should be made in. dealing with this 
subject, as with the subject of the 
proper control by the national govern- 
ment over the use of corporate wealth 
in Interstate business, to devise legis- 
lation which without such action shall 
attain the desired end, but if this fails 
there will ultimately be no alternative 
to a constitutional amendment. 


Industrial Training- 


Our industrial development depends 


largely n'pon 'technical education. In- 


cluding In this term all Industrial edu- 
cation, from that which fits a man'to 
bo a good mechanic, a good carpenter 
o'r blacksmith to that which fits a man 
to do tho greatest engineering feat. 
Tho skilled mechanic, the skilled work- 
man, cau best become such by tech- 
nical industrial education. The ?ar 
reaching usefulness 'of institutes of 
technology and schools of mines or of 
engineering is now universally ac- 


I am well aware of bow' difficult 'it Is 


to pass a constitutional amendment. 
Nevertheless, 
In .'my judgment, ttie. 


whole' question 'of marriage, and di-. 
vorcc should be relegated to the au- 
thority of the national congress. The 
change would be 'good, "from every 
standpoint. In particular it would be 
good because -It would confer on- the: 
congress the power at once to deal 
radically aud efficiently with polygamy, 
and this should be done whether or 
not marriage and divorce are dealt 
with. It is neither safe nor proper to 
leave the question of polygamy to be 
'dealt with by the seyeral states. 


merchant Marine. 


Let me once again 'call the attention 


of the congress to two subjects con- 
cerning which I have frequently be- 
fore communicated with them. One is 
the question of developing American 
shipping. I trust that a lav/, embody- 
ing In substance the Views or 'a major 
part of the views expressed in the re- 
port on this 'subject laid' before the 
house, at its last session will be. passed. 
It seems to m'e that the proposed' meas- 
ure Is' as nearly uriobjectionable''as 'any 
can be. 


The Currency. 


I especially call your attention to the 


second . subject, the condition, of our 
currency laws. The national 'bank act 
'has ably served a groat purpose in aid- 
ing the enormous, business, develop- 
ment of the country, and 'within ten
